This Crown hath thewn no fuch Dirpofttion towards 
ite Neighbours as ought to make them cither jealous 
or afraid of it. She forms no Pretenfions on their 
Dominions, fhe interferes nor with their Concerns, 
and yet the is alwa)s ready to do them good Offices, 
and to interpofe for theit Service when her proper In- 
tereft does not forbid it: “We are at prefent lov'd by 
eur natural Allies, and rever'd by the reft of the States 
of Europe. We have ail the Refpedt paid us that we 
Can reajonably defire, and we owe this Situation with 
refpe@ to Powers abroad to the fame Meafures and 
the fame Adminiftration which fo calmly, fo fteadily, 
ané with fach Moderation, have managed Affairs at 
home in fpite of numbericfs Provocations from their 
implacable Enemies, who have vifibly kept up the 
Obftinacy of the Spaniards, as their own Maniteftoes 
fhew, whercin they talk of our Difcontent exaly in 
che Style of the Craft/man. : 

In this Paper I have reafon'd only on fel'-evident

I have fhewn what are the great Ends of Government 
in Peace and in War, how far our Conftitution 1s 
fitted to an(wet them, and how well the Adminiftra- 
tion have employ’d the Power lodg’d in them by our 
Conftirution, how happy we were while the Pesce 
continued, and how good Reafon we have to be facis- 
fy’d with the Progrefs of the War. This! think a 
much better Method of demonftrating the ReGirude
